We make more styles of pew bodies than any other factory. 
For CIRCULAR work we use either No. 0 or No. 1, making either 
in both single and compound curve back and both with the built 
up seat. If cushions are to be used, we furnish No. 2 body. We 
recommend pew body No. 1 with FIVE ply veneer, SINGLE curve 
back, with built up and shaped seat as the most comfortable and 
most durable pew body yet produced for circular work. 

Any of these other bodies are excellent for straight work, 
but of the many styles shown we recommend No. 3 or No. 5 as 
possessing great strength, beauty, durability and comfort. We 
guarantee either to be satisfactory in every respect. 



. DESCRIPTION 



No. 0 — Three-ply (or thickness) back, two surfaces approx- 
imately % inch; thick, center % inch thick, can be furnished 
either single or compound curve. Seat is built up and shaped. A 
good heavy pew back, with grain longitudinal. 

No. 1 — Five-ply (or thickness) veneer back, made single curve, 
although can be furnished in compound curve if wanted. Seat is built 
up and shaped from strips set edgewise. We recommend this as best 
made for circular work. Grain in back vertical. 

No. 2 Same as No. 1, except flat seat with lip edge for cushions. 

No. 3 — Solid tongued staved back, single curve, grain longitudinal, 
built up seat; for straight seating only. An excellent pew in every way. 

No. 4 — Solid tongued, flat stave reclining back, grain longitudinal, built up 
seat; for straight seating only. Very comfortable and cheap. # 

No. 5 — Solid tongued, stave back, singly curve, grain longitudinal, solid 
tongue shaped stave seat; for straight seating only. We guarantee this body. 

Now 6 — Solid tongued stave back, single curve, grain longitudinal, flat 
declining stave seat; for straight seating only. Comfortable and economical. 

No. 7 Solid tongued flat reclining stave back, grain longitudinal, solid tongued 

declining stave seat; for straight seating only. Really as comfortable a seat as can be 
made. Seat 13J4 inches wide; back 18 inches high. 

No. 8 — Veneer faced, single curve back; surface grain vertical. This back is a 
three-ply back, having one layer in center with grain running longitudinally, and the two 
surfaces with grain perpendicular. Seat solid tongued stave and shaped form fitting;

No 9 Same as No. 8, except seat is built up and shaped; for straight seating only. 
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IMPORTANT INFORMATION 

BOWLED FLOORS 

In laying out an inclined floor in a room where it is intended to use circular pews, 
it is necessary to incline the floor in a “bowled” manner, so that the incline will follow 
the same circle or radius of the pews, instead of the incline breaking straight across the 
room as is the case when straight pews are used. If this is not done, the expense of erect- 
ing the pews will be increased, and the final result not as satisfactory as if the floor 
inclined equally in alL directions from a common radius. Note dotted lines in plan C 
indicating breaks in floor where incline starts and ends. 

POSITION OF ENDS 

Pew Ends should always be placed at direct right angles to the Pew Body. The’ 
reason being that the mortising or “housing” in the ends to receive the bodies is done 
by machinery and must be put in at right angles with the surface; that is, cut straight 
in. If the body does not go in square or right angles with the end, the mortise must be 
cut out by hand when pews are erected. It is impossible to do this on machines, as each 
one varies according to the angle at which the body enters. Those near the front of a 
church or near the center of the radius set at a greater inclination or angle to the aisle 
than those in the rear. Therefore plan A is drawn incorrectly on the side sections; as 
Plan C the enc ^ s should set square with 

the body and at an angle with 
the aisle, as shown on plan C. 

We have drawings illustrating 
this point if you do not clearly 
understand it. 

Compliance with the above 
will simplify installation and 
lessen cost.

For many years there has been a demand for a 
light, compact, folding seat or Settee for Sunday School 
use; something that could be handled easily, quietly, and 
that would fold and stack away in a neat compact man- 
ner.
